A dispateh from Helsingfors, Finland
announces that a decree  has  just
been published which provides that
the governor-gen=ral s empowered,
when he deems it necersary, to cloge
schools, shops and factories, to pro-
hibit private meetings, dissolve pri-
vate associations and expel from Fin-
land all persons vho ara considered un«
degirable. Expulsions, however, ex-
cept In cases which Jo not permit of
delay, must recelve imeprinl sanction.
Peérsons sxpelled may be ordered to re-
side In certaln places within the em-
pire. The decree becomes operative
in three years,

this leaves the hard cloice of staying
and enduring oppression or leaving
the home of thelr childhood, abandon-
ing the land of thelr birth, breaking
home tles and casting thelr lot with
strangers.
